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There are five sayings aboul the day of demise of Holy Prophet Hazrat Muhammad 
(pcacc be upon llim) from thc companions of thc lloly Prophct (pcacc bc upon llim) and 
ditTcrcnt Imams and scholars of hadiths. 

I. ^ Rabi-ul-Awal: 

This statement is attributed towards Hazrat Ayesha and Ibn-e-Abbas (may 
Allali bc plcased with them). 1 

In Ihis, 1 2"' day of Rabi-ul-Awal isstatedastheday of demise. Among the 
narrators of this hadith, one is "Muhammad bin IJinar Al-Waqidi", who is 
popular in creatirig hadith artd Imam Ishaq bin Rahaviah, Imam Ali bin 
Mudeeni, Imam Abu Hatim AJ-Raazi, Imam Yahya bin Moeen (may Allah 
be pleased with all of them) unanimously declared that "Waqidi" is not 
"Siqqa" (i.e. Authentic). 

Imam Ahmad bin Hanbal says that "Waqidi" is a liar and he labricates 



Bukhari and Abu-Hatim Al-Raari said that "Waqidi" is "Matrook" (i.e. 
rejected). 

Murrah said that no one should accept hadilh lYom "Waqidi" 

Ibn-e-Aadi said that Ahadiths narrated by Waqidi are not free from 

amcndments. 

Zahbi said that Scholars of Hadith have unanimously declared "Waqidi" 
"Zaeef i e feeble narrator. 2 

Therefore. the statement of 12"' of Rabi-ul-Awal as demise day is 
absolutcly and complctcly un-rcliablc and is not worthy to quotc as a 
rcfcrcnce. 

Reniember, some researchers and muhaddiths have also stated "Waqidi" 
as reliable and on this basis, some lmams and scholars stated him as 
"Siqqa" (i.e Authentic) lf according to these Imams/ Scholars. we accept 
the authority of "Waqidi", still this statement of I2' h Rabi-ul-Awal as 
dcmisc day is not rcliablc. Becausc in the Hadith narratcd from Hazrat 
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Aycsha (may Allah be pleasc witb hcr), bcsides W'aqidi, onc narraior is 

Muhammad bin Abdullah bin Ali Suburrah. 

Imam Ahmad bin Hanba3 said ihal he (Muhammad bin Abdullah bin Ali 
Suburrah) used lo creale hadilh.' 

And in Ihc hadith narratcd by lbn-c-Abbas (may Allah bc plcascd wilh 
Ihcm). lbrahim bin Yazccd is lold as "Shcikh" (i.c. lcachcr) of "Waqidi". 
who is strongly criticized as a "Zaeer" (i.e a leeble narrator). 

2. 10- Rabi-iil-Awal: 

This is also allribuled lowards lbn-c-Abbas (mav Allah be plcased with 
him). 2 

In ihis hadilh, one narralor is "Saif bin Umar", who is "Zaeef" and second 
narrator is "Muhammad bin Ubaidullah al-Aazmi. who is "Matrook" (i.e. 

rejected).' 

3. 15- Rahi-ul-Awal: 

This is narrated with the reference of Hazral Asma Binl-e-Abu-Bakr. 
No referenceof this statement is tbund in any published books ofhadiths. 

4. II- Rahi-ul-Awal: 

This slalement is atlributed lo Hazrai Abdullah bin Masood (may Allah be 
pleased wilh Him). J 

No rcfcrcncc of this statcmcnt is found in any publishcd books of hadiihs. 

5. 2- Rabi-ul-Amil: 

This is Ihe saying of a number of Sahaba/ Tabaeen (i.e. Ihe tbllowers of 

Sahaba) / Iinams.

CONCLUSION: 

It is evident Irom the above discussion supported with authentic references that the 
statement of I2" 1 day of Rabi-ul-Awal as the deniise day of Holy Propliet (peace be upon 
Him) is not reliable and is without certitlcation The saine is the matter with the 
statements of 10"', 15"' and 1 1* of Rabi-ul-Awal and the most commonly admitted and 
rcliablc vcrdict in this regard is the 2" a day of Rabi-ul-Awal. llencc, thc objection on thc 
cclebration of Hid-e-Melad-un-Nabi (Sallah o Alaihi Wassalam) on thc ground that "it is 
llie demise day so wliy we sliould eelebrate lliis day" is totally rejected and proved as 
contrary to the facts, hadith and the understanding of Sahaba, Imams and great scholars 
of Islam.
